ROAD COMMISSION 
MAKES STATEMENT 


Total Highway Fund Voted 
for 1912 Is $1,258,834; 
State Aid Is 
$350,000 


MANY HIGHWAYS IMPROVED 


550 Miles of Work Done in 
500 Towns and 63 
Counties; 
165 
Bridges Built 


MADISON, Wis., 
Dec. 6.— (Spe­ 
cial.)— The state highway eommit- 
aion has issued a statement of 1912 
state aid work. 
It shows that the to­ 
tal sums voted by towns and coun­ 
ties under the new state aid law 
amounted to $454,417, the total to 
be voted by counties $454,417, and 
the state aid $350,009, making a to­ 
tal highway fund of $1,258,83 4. 
Road aid voted by some 50*0 towns 
land counties amounts to $402,064, 
I and the sum of $52,353 was voted for 
I bridge aid by about 123 towns. These 
i sums equal the total amount voted 
by towns and counties. 
The total road work equals about 
1.000 pieces, totaling 550 miles, in 
500 towns and 63 counties. The value 
of the work is about $1,106,834. The 
value of the new bridge work, in­ 
volving the construction 
of 
165 
bridges in 123 towns in thirty-nine 
counuties. is about $150,000. 
Six counties will do no work under 
state aid. Seventeen counties operate 
under the old highway commission­ 
ers. and the value of their work la 
$530,000. Twenty-two counties, act­ 
ing under the new county highway 
commissioners, have projected road 
work valued at $564,834, and twenty- 
six counties, which ask for highway 
supervision of the state, have pro­ 
posed improvements of the value o f 
$164,000, making a total of $1,258,- 
834 total value of work for the com­ 
ing year.
